Council replies to 
social club claims 


EARLIER this month I celebrated the 50th an¬ 
niversary of the first time I walked into a newspa¬ 
per office as a 15 year-old, spending a couple of 
weeks on work experience at the offices of the 
Bridport News. 

One of the highlights was being bought a pint of 
very weak beer shandy by sports editor Roger 
Bailey, who spent most lunchtimes in Bridport 
Conservative Club. I felt very grown up. 

It wasn’t called “work experience” in those days; 
I was just given the chance to see what life was 
like in a local newspaper office. I was entrusted 
with the cinema reports and typing out a few snip¬ 
pets for the news-from-the-past column. 

Two years later I had a full-time job on the Ex¬ 
press & Echo in Exeter and later succeeded the 
great Wally Fellender as Pulman’s reporter in 
Axminster. 

A lot of printer’s ink has flowed under the bridge 
since then - but here I am, 48 years later, back on 
the reporting beat. 

With Laura Goldsbury-Noye having moved on to 
fresh challenges, I’m back doing what I love best - 
getting out and about in Pulman’s Country report¬ 
ing on the various community activities. 

I’ve been a newspaper manager for longer than I 
was reporter, but I’ve never hidden the fact that re¬ 
porting is a much more enjoyable task than man¬ 
aging, especially in the current challenging 
financial climate. 

EAST DEVON 

Local plan to get 
more discussion 

EAST Devon District Council (EDDC) has been 
forced into a six-week Local Plan public consulta¬ 
tion after a government inspector decided 53 of the 
changes were considered “major”. 

The Local Plan will act as a planning blueprint up 
to 2026, and EDDC submitted its version for inspec¬ 
tion on August 2nd. 

But, inspector Anthony Thickett ruled that 53 
changes from an earlier version are “major” and 
must be consulted on. 

EDDC had labelled the changes as “minor”, but 
was forced to invite public feedback through the 
consultation exercise, which opened on Friday. Au¬ 
gust 23rd. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “The new consulta¬ 
tion will cover all the changes made since the pre¬ 
vious consultation - not just the 53 mentioned by 
the inspector.” 

It was stressed, however, that the consultation 
does not present an opportunity to comment on 
any other elements of the Local Plan. 

The consultation document runs to 84 pages and 
holds 183 changes on which comments can be 
made by the public. 

EDDC Development Management Committee 
chairman Helen Parr said the inspector’s ruling was 
expected, but campaign group Save Our Sidmouth 
(SOS) slammed the council’s “extremely poor” 
prepartation of documents. 

Councillor Parr said: “This development comes as 
no surprise to me or to our planning team. 

“It is common for inspectors to call for further 
consultation on Local Plans submitted to them and 
this is only to be expected when you consider how 
much interest there is in the planning agenda both 
nationally and locally.” 

The closing date for responses is 12noon on Mon¬ 
day, October 7th. 
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We’ve always done our best on Pulman’s View to 
get reporters out and about, a bit of a rarity these 
days in the newspaper industry, so to maintain 
this I'm having to make a greater contribution to 
the editorial content of our papers. So this past 
weekend I found myself visiting Seaton and Sid¬ 
mouth several times with the start of Seaton Car¬ 
nival and Sidmouth Regatta dominating our news 
diary.

I spent nine very happy years editing the Sid¬ 
mouth Herald , an excellent newspaper, so it’s al¬ 
ways a pleasure to go back to Sidmouth. 

Sidmouth Sailing Club revived the regatta 23 
years ago and it’s good to see it still going strong 
and putting on some fun for the town’s residents 
and visitors.

SEATON 

Election victory 
by just three votes 

SEATON Town Council has a new member. 

Mr Kenneth Beer, of Riverdale Orchard, Seaton, 
was elected at a by-election on Thursday of last 
week, beating Mrs Sue Woodman, of Starre Close, 
into second having polled 314 votes, just three more 
than his nearest rival. 

Mr Robert Spalding, of Westcliffe Terrace, was in 
third place with 270 votes. 

The turn-out of electors was just 15.4 per cent with 
12 ballot papers being declared null and void as being 
“unmarked or wholly void for uncertainty'. 

After the election result was declared, Mr Beer said: 
“I would like to thank all the voters of Seaton who 
elected me as a town councillor and confirm my 
wish to represent all the peoples of Seaton both 
young and old. I believe my years of experience in 
business with large organisations such as Delta Pic, 
Duport Ind, and Sun Alliance will assist me in bring¬ 
ing some professional attitudes to running our 
town.” 

Mr Beer has lived in Seaton since 2007. 

The vacancy was caused by the resignation of for¬ 
mer councilor James Semple. 


COLYTON Parish Council has hit back after being de¬ 
scribed as “unhelpful” and “underhand” in efforts to 
find out who owns Colyton Memorial Social Club. 

In last week’s Pulman's View, chairman of the so¬ 
cial club, Stephen Henegulph, spoke out about his 
dealings with the parish council in trying to find the 
owner of the building, to offer security on a one-off 
loan the club took from Colyton Chamber of Feof¬ 
fees. 

He calimed the parish council had publically re¬ 
ported inaccuracies about the club for which they 
refused to apologise. Mr Henegulph said the council 
had been “underhand” in contacting the Land Reg¬ 
istry after finding the club building had not be reg¬ 
istered and were “desperate to get their hands on the 
building but are not worried about the club”. 

Council chairman Andrew Parr has now wirtten to 
Pulman's View explaining the council's side of the 
story and arguing that the council has not done any¬ 
thing to delay the process in establishing who owns 
the building. 

He said: “In December 2012, the social club discov¬ 
ered significant financial irregularities in its finances, 
which meant it needed to find money to repay the 
amounts outstanding. The social club approached 
the Colyton Chamber of Feoffees for an additional 
loan, extra to the one already provided for the instal¬ 
lation of the windows. 

“The present social club committee must accept 
that their financial problems are their responsibility 
and they can't look to the parish council to bail them 
out.”

Fight to take over Stockland’s 
pub boosted by new legislation 


THE fight to take over a village pub was boosted when 
the building was listed as an Asset of Community Value 
under the the Community Right to Bid, part of the Local¬ 
ism Act. 

The King’s Arms in Stockland is currently closed but 
villagers hope to buy the building and run a co-operative 
pub. 

The listing as an Asset of Community Value has been 
confirmed by East Devon District Council and means the 
building’s owner, Horatio Properties Guernsey Ltd., can¬ 
not offer it to another buyer until a moratorium period 
ends on February 9th next year. 

However, a listing does not restrict to whom the owner 
can sell, nor at what price - it simply gives Stockland 
Parish Council time to put a bid together. 

According to The Stockland Community Pub Group 
(SCPG), which was formed when the parish council met 
on Thursday, August 15th, the building is currently on the 
market for £800,000. 

A statement issued by SCPG said: “SCPG would seek 
buy it [the building] by forming a type of co-operative 
called a Community Benefit Society. This allows us the 
chance to fund the purchase by a combination of a share 
issue and by attracting charitable donations. 

“In the near future we will be explaining how this pur¬

our community. It’s important to note that shareholders 
will not be asked to run the pub as volunteers. 

“An experienced professional (or team) will be sought 
who will take on the tenancy and pay rent. They will be 
given clear guidelines on the kind of pub the community 
owners wish to see. 

“There may also be space for other facilities, if we wish 
and they could be viable, such as a small shop or cafe.” 

SCPG is described as an informal group comprising 
Damian Clay, Martin Gubdry, David Kempton and Peter 
Maitland. 

It is understood more residents are about to formally 
join the group and the parish council has called a public 
information meeting for 8pm in Victory Hall on Tuesday, 
August 27th. 

The SCPG statement concluded: “This kind of venture 
has been successful in other villages: there are currently 
dozens of co-operative pubs in England, Scotland and 
Wales. 

“There is a lot of support to help in the bid process and 
in finding suitable tenants. Many of the pubs that are al¬ 
ready running under community ownership have been set 
up with the support of a charity called the Plunkett Foun¬ 
dation. Will The Kings Arms be next? 

“There is a lot of work to be done to be able to make an 
offer but an important first step is to get your feedback 
on how you feel about the pub and how you might use it 
if the community were able to purchase it as well as com¬ 
piling a register of potential investors.

‘Bah humbug’ strikes again! 


Delay on Local Plan could have 
been avoided by district council 


■ EAST Devon District Council’s Draft Local Plan has 
been returned to them almost immediately by the gov¬ 
ernment inspector who has to deal with it. 

Why? Because the inspector says that EDDC changed 
its plan significantly after consultation and before sub¬ 
mission, and now 53 points added within that period must 
be consulted on, including plans for the Knowle re-de- 
velopment. 

In 2009, a report was published at EDDC that predicted 
totally what would happen if EDDC continued to deal 
with the Local Plan in the way they were doing at the 
time. All the things they predicted might go wrong have 
gone wrong - see http://bit.ly/14KmBAq - but this was 
totally ignored. 

Then East Devon Business Forum muddied the waters 
with its insistence on spending months and months find¬ 
ing ways to increase the amount of employment land in 
the plan (this group was chaired by disgraced ex-coun- 
cillor Graham Brown at the time), while EDDC patiently 
sat on the sidelines and waited for them to produce the 
report that they wanted, rather than take the advice of two 
other independent reports they had themselves commis¬ 
sioned which, in one case (Atkins), EDBF disagreed with 
and, in the other (Tym), EDBF never even discussed Sid- 
ford Fields, changes to the Knowle plans and 51 other 
changes were slipped with no public discussion as EDDC 
considered these changes minor - the inspector disagrees 
and says they were major. 

It should be noted that independent councillors pointed 
out the dangers of the changed plan but, again, they were 
ignored. 

I find the comments of Councillor Helen Parr, chairman 


of the Development Management Committee, on this 
matter unbelievably confusing. First, they do not make 
much sense at all: “This development [needing to consult 
again] comes as no surprise to me or to our planning 
team.” 

Why not? They and you made a major, basic error. If 
you knew this might happen, why submit? 

She then goes on to say: “It is common for inspectors 
to call for further consultation on Local Plans submitted 
to them and this is only to be expected when you consider 
how much interest there is in the planning agenda both 
nationally and locally.” 

I confess I am at a loss to understand exactly what this 
means. Does she mean that it is only interest in the plan¬ 
ning process that has led to the inspector dumping the 
plan back with EDDC? 

No, it is because EDDC did something wrong, some¬ 
thing it should have anticipated, indeed did anticipate but 
which it chose to ignore. 

Meanwhile, developers continue their free-for-all be¬ 
cause we have no Local Plan and no six-year land supply. 
Is this what EDDC wanted? I do hope not. 

And all of this could have been avoided had EDDC had 
the right people on the job at the right time, and if the 
leader, the CEO and the various chairs of the Develop¬ 
ment Management Committee had stopped being blink¬ 
ered and started being pragmatic and sensible. 

Politics and self-interest were allowed to intrude and 
we are all paying the price.

■ I READ your article about Seaton’s Christmas lights 
and Seaton Town Council with some amusement. 

We have been down this track before as their town min¬ 
utes will recall.

part in celebrating Christmas in Seaton including 
fundraising of the £6,000-£8.000 required to fund it. 

This all worked very well until about five years ago, 
when a councillor said at a council meeting that it was up 
to the shops in Seaton to fund the event and the council 
withdrew its support. This, plus misinformation being 
given by the then town clerk, led to the demise of the 


■ AS one of the many League of Friends fundraisers who 
work tirelessly to raise money, do voluntary work within 
the hospital, I agree entirely with Janet Lang’s letter of 
August 6th (“Don’t lose our hospital in NHS reorganisa¬ 
tion”). 

We have seen the closure of half the hospital beds over 
the past couple of years. That means patients are being 
kept in the major hospitals a lot longer than necessary, 
instead of being put in the care of their GP and receiving 
the nursing care they need in Seaton Hospital until they 
are able to return home, thus freeing up beds in the major 
hospitals - we have beds in Seaton!

AFTER successfully topping the national league 
table for GCSE last January, students at Colyton 
Grammar School are celebrated further improve¬ 
ments in their exam results last week. 

More than half the year group collecting their 
GCSE results on Thursday achieved five or more top 
A* grades, in a year when 49.4 per cent of the GCSE 
grades obtained at the school were A* (up 4.1 per 
cent on last year). 

A total of 83.4 per cent of all GCSE's awarded to 
the Year 10 students were graded A* or A, up 2.7 per 
cent on last year. 

Headteacher Paul Evans said: “It is becoming in¬ 
creasingly difficult to predict the outcome of our 
public examinations due to the political pressures to 
tighten standards nationally. In a year when we are 
told it is more difficult to achieve top grades, we in¬ 
creased the A* and A grades. 

“It is a great relief to see that through hard work 
and determination, our students have maintained 
high standards and delivered the results that will set 
them up well for sixth form study and beyond. 

“No one should underestimate the effort required 
to achieve high numbers of top grades across a 
range of subjects and the students should be very 
proud of what they've managed to achieve." 

Students at Colyton Grammar take their GCSE 
exams a year earlier than most schools, to give 
them an extra year to prepare for their A-levels.

O NE of the most feared defenders in 
modern-day football will be the 
guest speaker at a sporting dinner 
being organised by Lyme Regis Football 
Club. 

Former West Ham United and Liverpool full-back 
Julian Dicks will be appearing at the function to be 
held at the Woodmead Halls on Friday, September 
6th. 

Dicks was nicknamed "The Terminator" because of 
his ferocious tackling and competive nature during 
a 14-year professional career cut short by injury. 

Born in Bristol, Dicks started his football career 
with Birmingham City for whom he made 89 ap¬ 
pearances between 1985 and 1988. 

He was transferred to West Ham United for a fee of 
£300,000 in 1988 in and went on to play 159 games 
for the Hammers and scored 29 goals, captaining 
the side at the age of 23, before Graeme Souness 
took him to Liverpool in 1993. 

The move to Anfield was not a successful one for 
Dicks (although he was the last player to score in 
front of the standing Kop end) and he returned to 
Upton Park a year later, staying at the club until 
1999, having made a further 103 appearance and 
scoring another 21 goals, many of them penalties. 

Dicks played for England Under 21s and the Eng¬ 
land B team but never got a full international cap. 

After retiring from first class football Dicks tried his 
hand at managing with WivenhoeTown and Grays 
Athletic and also became a professional golfer but 
had to give this up because of a knee injury. 

Dicks is now a respected and much-in-demand 
coach and will be taking a session for the Lyme Regis 
Youth section players on the Anning Road playing 
field on the morning of Saturday, September 7th for 
a fee of £5 per player, which will include a signed 
certificate and a trophy for the most promising 



youngster. At the sporting dinner, Dicks will be in¬ 
terviewed by Tony MacDonald, editor of the West 
Ham United retro magazine EX, to be followed by a 
question and answer session. There will also be an 
auction of football memorabilia. 

Tickets at £15 each include a two-course buffet 
supper and are available from the View from Lyme 
Regis office on 01297 446155. 

All proceeds from the function will go to Lyme

HMRC has published its guidance for 
charities on the Gift Aid Small Donations 
Scheme (GASDS). The purpose of the 
GASDS is to allow churches, charities and 
CASCs to claim a Gift Aid style payment 
on small cash donations - e.g. collections 
during religious services. Small donations 
are those of £20 or less, given in cash: coins 
or notes. 

The GASDS does not require individual 
donors to complete a Gift Aid declaration, 
nor does the recipient have to provide the 
donors' details with the claim for payment. 
The CofE Parish Resources website has a 
helpful guide to Claiming Gift Aid.

• WHERE were you born, where did you grow 
up and where do you currently live?

• TELL us about your professional back¬ 
ground... 

Before teaching, I worked in electronics and re¬ 
tail and then for a local newspaper for a while. 
I took my Batchelor of Education degree at 
Rolle in my mid-twenties and then moved to 
Essex with my wife and two daughters where 
I taught in some challenging schools for ten 
years. When I returned to teach in Devon, I 
came back as an assistant headteacher. I took 
my National Professional Qualification for 
Headship a few years ago and am now in the 
final stage of my Masters in Education. 

• HOW did your appointment at Musbury Pri¬ 
mary School come about? 

At the very end of last term, I was asked by my 
headteacher if I would be interested in step¬ 
ping in to help Musbury Primary School as he 
had been approached by the county with the 
view to arranging a management partnership. 
I was keen to accept and under this arrange¬ 
ment I am on a secondment. My title is acting 
head of school and the management partner¬ 
ship means we have additional resources 
available when needed.

The coffee 
morning at the beginning of August was the 
first step, which provided parents with the op¬ 
portunity to meet me and I am 
happy to say, none of the ^ 
parents removed their 
children following that 
meeting. A few of us 9 
involved with the 
school have had a 
number of meet- 
ings already dis¬ 
cussing ideas and ^ 
strategies. There will 9 
be some publicity to 
follow, so watch this Q 
space. 

• DO you have a medium to long-term vision 
or is it a case of keeping things ticking over 
until a decision on the school's future is made? 

In the first instance I will be concentrating in 
getting things right for September. Due to ma¬ 
ternity leave, another teacher will be starting 
at the school part time and, as she is Forest 
School trained, she will be making good use of 
the two acres plus of school grounds. As an 
enthusiastic advocate of fun in and out of the 
classroom and active learning, I plan to make 
good use of the enviable resources at the 
school. I wait with bated breath for the powers 
that be to make their decision, but I feel that 
this school will be a happy place whilst I am 
here. 

• WHAT is your vision for the school?
